Both barley 
and peas would seli well in Austra- 
lian markets There is a good Open- 
ing also for frozen hogs and poultry. 
Sample ‘tases of British Columbia ap- 
ples proved of such excellent qual- 
ity that some orders have resulted, 
and next year the trade can be 
largely increased if the fruit is free 
from pests and equal to the sample 
already shipped. Potatoes also came 
across in good condition by cold stor- 
age, but these are prohibited from 
entry into Queensland under a regu- 
tion five years old A goad deal of 
Northwest whezt is coming w Aus- 
tralia, from New York, instead of 
Vancouver. This ought not io be, and 
with enterprise and inspeciion west 
of Winnipeg, Vancouver ought to be 
well able to compete with United 
States ports for" ibis trade. ¢ 

Coast districts and the highlands 
of Victoria and New, South Wales 
have received good showers, but 
Queensland and the interior of these 
states are yet very dry. Grain, flour, 
oats, corn and ‘barley*~ will al] have 
to be imported to meet the domestic 
demand.

STEEL RAILS 

That there is to be an organized raid 
for higher duties by the manufaciur- 
ers at thé-coming session ef parliament 
has been evident for some tine. The 
cotton and woollen! mills, the farm ma- 
chinery makers, the flouring mulls 
have each been heard from. ‘The latest 
is the Clergue steel rail mull at Sault 
St. Marie. Mr. Clergue is the head of 
\ Philadelphia syndicate which on the 
basis of concessions of water power, 
limber and mineral land, on ratlway 
other franchises granted by 
Ontario governmeni, has 

up a number of  valu- 
abie industrial enterprises ai 
the Canadian Saua't, The laiest and 
greatest of these is a, sieel rail mill. 
Cf course everyone is anxious to. en- 
courage ‘the working up of Canada’s 
vast iren deposits inio steei rails or 
other forms. And every encourage- 
ment was given (Mr. Clergue in this 
enterprise. He was given a large or- 
der by the Dominion government for 
rails for the Intereeionial at certainly 
. fair price and when he could not sfJ1 
the order on time he wag given an ix- 
ension. The demand for steel rails 
during the present year has been sim- 
ply unprecedented, Lhe prospect of <de- 
mand for next year far exceeds it. And 
Mr. Clergue shuts down his miil with 
the follewing announcement; ; 

“The mill has shut down, having i1/i- 
ed all orders booked, amounting to 
something over 50,000 tons. ‘Lhe coia- 
pany hope to secure from the Temis- 
xaming railway an order on walch 
we wili start up again. There being no 
duty en rails comimg into Canad», the 
present slaughter pxice of German rails 
nas enabled Canadian roads tu supply 
their requirements at prices less than 
cost at the Sebi mills, dwing (to _ the 
great difference in Jaber prices of the 
Canadians. ‘The Soo mills in eveny Slep 
of processes, from the mines to the fin- 
ished product, pay American wages, 
amounting to an average of 10) per 
cent more than German wages. Cuan- 
ada is now| sending abroad over $5,000.- 
000 annually fpr rails, on which 
amount more than $4,000,000 would be 
expended in Canada in wages and ma- 
terials. The Spo mills cost over $3,- 
000,080, ana over 500 men are thrown

POSTAL SERVICE 

In further reference to the distance 
which the post! office departmeni keeyis 
behind the postal requiremenis off tte 
West it may be mentioned that al- 
though there are only two mails‘ a 
week each way! between Edmonton and 
Fort Saskatchewan the mail is so 
heavy that it cannot be carried in a 
light double wagon. The carrier has 
to put on an exira team. But instead

THE STEEL RAIL STORY 


On seeing the announcement that 
the Clergue stee! rail mili at)Sauli Sc. 
Marie had closed down for lack of or- 
ders, a reporter of ithe Montreal W4it-- 
ness called upon William Mackenzie, 
president of the Canadian Northern 
railway, for his side of the story as ip 
his order of rails from Germany, whiie 
the Ciergue mills were closing down 
for lack of orders. Mr. Mackenzie said 
as reported by the Witness that 

“In March last a contract had been 
placed with the Clergue company for 
ten thousand tons of steel rails, with 
accompanying angle bars to be de- 
livered, five thousand tons in May) and 
the balance of five thousand tens in 
June of this year. The first delivery 
of rails was not made until the first 
week in September, sorwithstanding 
repeated communications urging de- 
livery, and the angle bars to accom- 
pany the first shipment were not de- 
livered until the third week in Sep- 
tembez.” : 

Mr. Mackenzie further said that they 
had endeavored to give the preference 
to Canadian manufacturers Lut in view 
of the great *mportance of not having 
construction of the C. N. R. lines delav- 
ed, they did not want to rely solely 
upon Mr. Clergue’s milis and gave ad- 
ditional erders elsewhere. Had they 
relied solely on Mr. Clergue’s mil!s for 
rails they would only have had about 
twenty-six miles of track laid this sea- 
fon, But 

The ease with Mr. Clergue is the 
same as with the cotton men, the wol- 
len men, the buggy makers 4nd every 
other manufacturer whois sub 
scribing to the “educaiional” fund and 
helping to swell the cry for more pro- 
tection. Times are so good ihet he 
cannot fiil his orders. And bevause he 
cannot fill the orders he wants to pre- 
vent the orders from being filed uniil 
it suits his ‘pleasure or convenience to 
fill them. ‘That is io say he would 
rather strangle progress than. that it 
should occur to the benefit of .any ovh- 
er than himself. And this 13 what 
they used to call the “National Poiicy.”

Minneapo'is Trivuna 
Manufacturers of agricultural ma- 
chinery in Minneapolis are making the 
most of their (ime m preparation for 
the influx of crders anticipated from 
Western Canada in *ebruary, and 
from that on uniil J ine, when there 
there will be a prozession o] Amerizan 
made threshing machines crossing the 
border, miles long. 


Firms handling seeders and dri lsare 
already overloaded with orders for 
February delivery, and it fs evident 
that a heavy ‘perceniage o? the new 
business in agricultural! implements 
created by the rapid se.ilement of the 
Northwest Territories wil] be handled 
by Minneapolis firms 


Walter Gregory, manager of the Ad- 
vance Thresher Company, which con- 
cern in combination with che Minne- 
apolis Thresher Company has estab 
lished a manufactory in Toronto, sald 
yesterday that much of this business 
would come tol Minneapolis beeause the 
Canadian machiner; and implement 
corapanies were not prepared to take 
care of it, and could not. inc rease their 
output wiih sufficient rapi lity to cov- 
er the emergency. 

“Even our own factory in Toronto is 
buried under a mass 07 orders,” said 
Mr. Gregory, “although we have been 
running night and day in the :ffoxrt to 
be prepared. I am of the opiron that 
the great exodus from ithe northwest 
States to the Canadian Norchwest will 
occur in the coming spring. ‘Phe emi- 
gration will be enormous and of course 
the demand for impiemenis and ma> 
chinery will be correspondingly large. 
1 “There is a -dut'y of 25 per cent on 
American machines ani implements, 
and that duty{in my opinion is likely to 
be perpetuated. At the same time we 
are ale to do business in Canada for 


the simple reason that our machinery 
is better made and also beoause the 


Canadian farmer prefers American ma- 
vhinery to that manufactured in Can- 


ada. This preference is co strong that 
the farmer with increasing frequency 
is willing to vay the extra price iu or- 
der txgeita Minneapolis machu:e. 

“The fact is that we are more closely 
in touch with the farmer of the Cana- 
cian Northwest, and, we uaderstand his 
requirements better than those Can- 
2dian manufacturers who undertake io 
supply the northwestern demand from 
eastera Canada. The soil and all other 
generzl conditions coairgniing the 
North-zest Canadian farmer are pre- 
cisely chose which confront’ the farm- 
er insur own Northwest. On ihe oth- 
er had, they are quite different from 
such conditions as confront the farm- 
er of eastern Canada.

The Grand Trunk Pacific 


Commerzial; The proposed Grand 
Trunk Paci i: rzilway is still the iheme 
of much discussion, rot only in Canada 
but also in Great Britain. The announ- 
cement thai the rood would be built, 
has been received with much favor in 
both of these couniries. One point of 
interest is the effect 1¢ will have upon 
the Canadian Northern, the possibilicy 
of ihe absorption of ihe latter read 
by the Grand Trunk being constanily 
in view. The Canadian Northern peo- 
ple say they will push their, road 
through to ithe coast regardless of the 
Grand Trunk. The promoiers of the 
latter road say in iurn that the se- 
curing of the Canadian Northern 13 
ro.a port ciiheir programme. Ai the 
same time, there is a lurking belief 
that eventually the Canadian Norih- 
ern railway will fall into the hands 
of the Grand Trunk Pacific. From a 
basiness -point of view it would no 
doubt be good policy for the Grand 
Trunk people te secure the Canzdian 
Nor:hern railway system. The main 
line of these two roods, for a_ consid- 
erable portion of their disiance, will 
ozcupy the same or contiguous ierri- 
tory. The route mapped oui for the 
Grand Trunk is much closer to the 
Canadian Northern railway than io 
the Canadian Paciits railway. 

another matier which ihe public are 
anxious about is the assistance which 
the Grand Trunk Paciiic promoters 
expect from the couniry. That they 
wili ask for a subsidy has been settled 
in the affirmative by Mr. Hays him- 
self, who bas stated that they will ap- 
ply for assistance. Indeed, it 1s quite 
possible that some understanding as 
to subsidy already exisis teiween the 
promoters and the Dominion govern- 
ment. One thing should be chorough- 
ly understood, :nd this is, that any 
subsidy given must not take the form 
of grants of land. Not an acre of 
jand should be given. The enormity 
of the irreparable evil already done 
the West by granting lands to cor- 
porations, is now so well understood 
that any further grants of this na- 
ture would create a feeling of intense 
hostility 1n the West. 

Canada is developing 50 rapid- 
ly that the position of affairs is quite 
lifferent now,compared with ihe time 
the Canadian Pacific railway 
undertaken. Then it was 
thai the road would

become 2 paying enterprise 
reasonable time. Now it is almost 
certain that a second line, chrough the 
territory as mapped out for the Grand 
Trunk Pacicic, would become a paying 
roid within at leasi a very, few years 
after its compleiion. This puts ihe 
matter of a cubsidy, in a very different 
light, as compared with the time when 
the Sanadian Pacific 
undertaken. If a subsidy is te be 
given, however, it 1s to be hoped that 
it will be on a basis which will give 
the country some »bsolute guaranice 
for value in return. The minister of 
railways has declared himself in favor 
of a government transcontinental 
rood. Why not have the government 
{ assistance take the form of ownership 
of stock “n the compary] Whatever 
is given, :.bsolute value should b> re- 
ceived in return. 

The time set by the promoiers with- 
fn which «he road will be built, is not 
at all an impossible period. There is 
every reason to belive that the road 
ean be built in five years. The con- 
struction of the first transcontinental 
road was a much more serious under- 
taking. Now this first road can be 
used to great advantage in getiing in 
supplies and material for _ the con- 
struction of the new line. Construc- 
tion can be commenced and carried on 
simuitaneously at points all the way 
across the continent. The country is 
much more accessible now than it was 
when the Canadian Pacific railway 
was first undertaken. The promoters 
“are experienced railway men, and they 
have the Grand Trunk plants at their 
dispos:! for the manufacture of sup- 
plies and equipment required for tha 
new road. Everything is in their fa- 
vor for the completign of the road 
within the specified time of five years.

The country through which the pro- 
posed Grand Trunk Pacific railway is 
projected has long been known ag rich 
in natural resowrces: Ad far back as 
1877, long before the line of the Cana- 
dian Pacific railway was located, the 
archives of the Domimon government 
contained official reports from “tr San- 
ford Fleming and others testifying to 
the wonderful fertility of the rich,deep 
soil which stretched for leagues in 
every direction, the laxurlant growth 
of its timber belts, and the rich source 
of food supply which its mighty rivers 
and spacious lakes furnished. In the ef- 
fort to settle! the vast solitudes of 
western Canada with an energeiic and 
prosperous population it !s perhaps na- 
tural that the more easily accessible 
prairie lands along the lane of railway 
sbould first receive attenizon. The set- 
tler in his awn interest selects a loca- 
tion as near to the means of communi- 
cation with the markets of the world 
as possible, and for this reason the ide 
of settlement has been chiefly con‘ined 
to Manitoba, the southern port of the 
Northwest Territories and along the 
banks of the Saskatchewan and other 
yivers. 

The reports of the early explorers 
sent out by the government, however, 
indicated that the land in the North 
Saskatchewan and the Peace and Mac- 
kenzie rivers districts was equally. fer- 
tile to that farther south, It was also 
found that with jthe increase of lati- 
tude the altitude was much reduced, 
resulting in a corresponding modifica- 
tion of climate, so tbat as far ncrth as 
Fort Laird, in lataiude 61, the sum- 
mer temperature is said to be just as 
high as in the country, along the 
smoky river and Dunvegan, situate 
five degrees uf latitude farthe» south. 
in an official report by Prof. Jobn 
Macoun, M. A, the well known Can- 
adian botanist, giving the resalt of his 
observations during two exploring ex- 
peditions which be made with Sir Sand- 
ford Fleming in 1€72 and in 1875, and 
which is filed in the records of parlia- 
ment, that gentleman divided the Can- 
adian west into five areas, the first 
three embracing Munitoba, the dry,

Of the ecuntry around St. John’s, 
Prof. Macovn says; “The whole coun- 
try was covered with the most luxur- 
iant vegetation, It would be folly ta 
attempt to depict the ajpearance of 
the country, as it Was so utterly be- 
yond what { ever saw before that I 
dare hardly make use of truthful 
words to portray it. Mr. Selwyn, who 
made an excursion ten miles to the 
northwest, reports a veny' luxuriant 
vegetation where he was—much great- 
er than he ever saw, at’Edmonton or 
anywhere in the Snskatchewan coun- 
try. ” ; 


At Fort Vermilion Prof. Macoun was 
asked by the man in charge of the fort 
to look ait a strange plant which had 
Sprung up in the garden, and found, 
upon examination, a bed of cucum- 
bers with a rumber ripe on the vines, 
and many green ones. Prof. Macoun 
qutes numerous authorities in sup-- 
port of his enthusiastic views respect- 
ing the adaptability. of the country to 
supply the needs of man; Capt. But- 
ler in his “Wud North Land” speaks 
of the whole hillside at Sj. John’s be- 
ing blue with anemones as early as 
April 22, 1873; Sir Alexander Macken- 
zie records in his journal that ane- 
mones were in flower on Aipril 26, 1793, 
and the Hudson’s Bay Co.’s_ records 
show, that the average opening of the 
river in ten years at Si. John’s wagon 
April 20, (Wheat, barley, oats, pota- 
toes and garden stuff, including pole 
beans and ipezs, grow) and ripemin the 
open, and melons started under glass 
also ripen well, 


Prof Macoun made careful observa- 
tions and found the flora of the Peace 
river country mzch jike that’ of cen- 
tral Ontario, and, of the prairie regiony 
Of an average of 200 plants noted at 
six different points scattered over :he 
whole territory, only seven were ob- 
served which showed any signs of bor- 
eal climate, and these are found also 
in Quebec, He concludes his remarks 
on his botanicak studies with the obser- 
vation; “Tbe most prominent feature 
in the whole region was a richness in 
the soil and ranknebs of vegetation 
never seen in Ontario,”
